Today, how­ 
ever, efficiency has become the keynote, and the individual who can not 
keep up with his fellows usually is left by the wayside. 
But thousands of persons held to be subnorm al are merely w rong­ 
ly placed in the scheme of things. 
There are jobs they can do well if 
they can be found for them . 
The problem, then, is one of adjustm ent. 
Much work along these lines is being done in the public schools 
in a num ber of states and in m any cities. 
Because a child fails in one 
departm ent of school work is not accepted as final proof th a t he is sub­ 
norm al and a complete failure.

The plans for the 
distribution are the result of a col­ 
laboration between Miss Ackerman. 
Dr c. C. Green, superintendent of 
schools and Major H 
C. Harper, 
county medical officer, and Senator 
George T. Weingartner. chairman 
of the County Emergency Relief 
Board. 
About 1350 Gallons Daily. 
In estimating the amount of milk 
that could be used in this county, 
Miss Ackerman set 1350 gallons daily 
as a conservative figure. This would 
be distributed through the agencies 
of the schools in the county, with 
central stations located at conven­ 
ient points. 
The tentative plan calls for a cen­ 
tral station in Newr Castle to sup­ 
ply the New Castle schools, one in 
Ell wood City for the Ell wood schools, 
and branch stations in Bessemer, 
Hillsville, 
New 
Bedford, 
Volant, 
Brent, East Brook. Princeton. Shen- 
ango Township, Union High, West 
Pittsburg, South New Castle Boro, 
Wampum and Neshannock township, j 
These branch stations will then 
furnish the schools w'ith milk and 
the schools will distribute it to the 
youngsters who need it.

course is dependent upon the rati­ 
fication of the plans sent to Harris­
